Editor Dale of Textile Trade 
Review Explains Facts of 
the Business at State House 
Inguiry.

The difference in quality of woolen 
eloth sold in England and in the United 
States at practically the same price is 
very great, Samuel L. Dale, editor of the 
Textile Trade Review, told the special 
committee which is investigating the 
high cost of living at the State House 
today. 

An English piece of cloth selling for 
the equivalent of 84 cents in .United 
States money is all wool, and an Ameri- 
can made piece selling for 7742 cents a 
yard contains only 30 per cent ‘tool and 
‘the balance is cotton warp. and filling, 
the speaker said. He said one can take 
all the wool out of the American piece 
and still have a piece of cloth of fair 
fexgure. The American manufacturer, 
he said, dislikes to make such fabrics, 
but circumstances compel him to. 

He said not to make too much general- 
ization from that statement, but that it 
is a fact and there must be ‘some reason 
to account for it. In comparing the cot- 
ton and woolen industries, he said the 
production of cotton is well understood, 
but of the growth of wool scarcely any- 
thing is known. 

He blames the condition in the woolen 
trade in a large part to legislators who 
have gone into one subject and left the 
other alone. This condition complicates 
things so that it is almost impossible 
accurately to state the situation, ac- 
cording to Mr. Dale. 

The entrance of the American Woolen 
Company into the woolen trade, he said, 
has had a steadying influence, preventing 
fluctuation in prices which were injur- 
ious both to the manufacturer and con- 
sumer. The large production of the 
American Woolen Company has estab- 
lished a basis for prices which smaller 
manufacturers have followed. 

Referring to the Wilson tarifi bill 
the editor said it had been beneficial 
to the wool manufacturing interests but 
not to the wool growers, and he believed 
that thus benefiting one branch of an 
industry and injuring #nother was 
wrong. He stated that no changes in 
tariff could be said to have affected di- 
rectly the price of wool in the last 10 
years, because there has been no such 
change in the tariff. 

The increase in the cost of woolens, 
he said, is for a large part due to world- 
wide conditions. The only effect that 
the tariff could have on the question 
would be to prevent this country get- 
ting the benefit from cheaper woo] in 
other parts of the world as these changes 
took place: The greatest effect of tne 
tariff, he said, is in the low and medium 
‘grades of cloth, as the result is adul- 
teration. The shrinkage of wool, he 
said, varies anywhere from ) to 80 
per cent, the tariff being the same. 
That which shrinks most gues into the 
poorer grades of cloth and the difference 
between the greatest and least shrink- 
age represents the effect of the tariff in 

the clothing of the rich and poor man. 
Morrill Smith, treasurer of the Eaton 
mills, said that in the main he agreed 
with Mr. Dale.. He also added that an 
increase in the labor cost and in the 
cost of material had affected the price 
of woolen in the last 10 years. 

William Whitman stated that he had 
never known so many changes in the 
eotton and woolen industry as during the 
last six months, except in periods of 
great depression. The agitation over the 
cost of living, he said, had undoubtedly 
had its effect in checking the purchasing 
of goods and is one of the causes of the 
unsettled condition today in these in- 
dustries. 

At the session this afternoon repre- 
sentative clothing men appear before the 
committee, including a representative 
of the Henry Siegel Company.

SENATE INCREASES 
RIVER HARBOR BILL 
BY MANY MILLIONS 


WASHINGTON—As decided on today 
by the commerce committee of the Sen- 
ate, the river and harbor bill appropria- 
tions amount te $52,566,418. The bill as 
it passed the House carried $42,558,176. 
The measure will be formally reported 
to the Senate on Monday. 

The House appropriation of $175,000 
for the improvement of the Missouri 
river was increased by the Senate com- 
mittee to $300,000, the money to be ex- 
pended between Ft. Benton and Kansas 
City. 

Among the amounts appropriated for 
states and several special objects are; 

Maine, $299,500; New Hampshire, $40,- 
000; Vermont, $57,000; Massachusetts, 
$745,000; Rhode Island $975,000; Con- 
necticut, $419,500; New York, %4,352,- 
920. ‘ 

The most important néw items 
increases for New England are: 

For improving harbor, Fall River, 
Mass., $143,000;. for improving harbor, 
Newport, R. L, $50,000 and contracts 
authorized for a total not exceeding 
$183,000; constructing West Shore arm 
of breakwater at Point Judith, R. L, 
$175,000, contracts authorized for im- 
proving Providence river and harbor, 
$434,000 instead of $240,000 allowed by 
the House; improving harbor at Bridge- 
port, Conn., $45,000; improving St. Croix 
river, Me., $75,000, and the harbor at 
Rockport, Me., $32,000,

To date 27 schooners have sailed 
south after mackerel, Captain Ja- 
cobs’ vessel being one of the last to 
leave. The schooners Judique and 
Ralph Russell at Old Point Com- 
fort, Va., report that the schooner 
Aloah, Capt. John McGinnis, saw 
several schools of the fish on April 
1, but succeeded, however, in taking 
only 140, not enough to bring 
ashore. The first catch last year 
was not made until April 16 by the 
schooner Electric Flash, Captain 
Bissert. She brought into Fortress 
Monroe 13 barrels, which sold for 
50 cents per fish.

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CITY PLAYGROUNDS EXPERT _ 
URGES MORE LIBERAL FUND 


Report by Joseph Lee of Boston School Committee De- 
clares Appropriation of $68,000 Is Inadequate — 
Tells About Work of Training Boys and Girls. 


Joseph Lee of the Boston school com- 
mittee and head of the National Play- 
ground Association has submitted his re- 
port on the city playgrounds to the spe- 
ciai committee of the United Improve- 
ment Associations, composed of Frank 
S. Mason, k. ©, Marshall and Myron W. 
Pierce, which bas undertaken to follow 
up the playground work of the city. 

Mr. Lee says in part in his report, 
which today is of especial interest to all 
parents in greater Boston: 

“The school committee has this year 
set aside out of its appropriation of 
$68,000 for play and physical education 
the sum of $22,727.20 distinctively for 
playground work, including $1300 for 
fitting up five new school playgrounds 
and about $3000 paid to park department 
employees for the care of some of the 
grounds. With this amount the school 
committee carries on play and athletics 
for the boys on 20 city playgrounds for 
100 afternoons in the spring and fall and 
conducts 30 school yard p'aygrounde and 
sand. gardens for smaller children from 
the middle of April until about the. end 
of September. 

“IT believe there is no city in the 
country where the playgrounds are more 
economically administered. Chicago ap- 
propriates annually about $300,000 not 
for her playgrounds, but for the 14 gmall 
parks which represent her playground 
equipment on the South Side alone, Our

“IN HOUSEHOLD WORK 
SAYS SCHOOLS HEAD 


Superintendent Nickerson of. 
Medford Explains It as 
Necessary to Meet the New 
Social Conditions. 


IDEAS 


Criticizes High Grade Course 
of Today as Failing to 
Equip Young Women to 
Become Homemakers. 


Why the movement is afoot for do- 
mestic instruction in the public schools 
at the present day when it has been a 
dormant feature in education in the past 
interestingly by Superin- 
tendent of Schools Fred H. Nickerson of 
Medford in his annual report, submitted 
to Mayor Clifford M. Brewer of 
Medford. 

The relation of the schools to society 
is the chief reason given by the superin- 
tendent for the changes made from time 
to time in school work. As social eon- 
ditions change, so must school courses 
be revised to meet the new conditions. 
Superintendent Nickerson says in part: 

“The necessity and worth of any policy 
of public school administration must be 
judged with reference to its effect in 
training boys and girls towards social 
efficiency. Since social conditions are 
not fixed, the character of public in- 
struction must change trom time to time 
if it is to meet the needs of the young 
people. Because a traditional course of 
study has seemed wise in the past, it 
does not logically follow that it may be 
best for the present. Whether or not 
it be so depends upon existing social 
conditions. 

“Now the concentration of a large per 
cent of the country’s population into 
more or less congested residential centers 
has developed social conditions vastly 
different from those which prevailed when 
the population was less urban—condi- 
tions that require a kind of training in 
preparation for successful living that is 
unlike that of the past in respect to the 
emphasis to be put upon what is com- 
monly known as the practical studies. 

“The faet that today the majority of 
pupils who finish the course in our ele- 
mentary schools on into the high 
schools for a longer or shorter period 
makes it even more imperative that the 
so-called liberal or culture studies should 
hold a less important place in our high 
school course than they have. In the 
past educators have generally held that 
certain studies are especially adapted 
to train certain faculties of the mind 
and that a child so trained acquires 
power which is available in any field of 
intellectual activity. For example, it 
has been generally supposed that mathe. 
matics is the subject preeminently witlr 
which to train the reasoning faculty and 
that one taught to reason well with 
mathematical data acquires’ thereby 
power to reason well in any field of 
ideas; and similarly one trained through 
the study of Latin and Greek to observe 
linguistic forms critically and to use 
them with exactness, acquires thereby a 
general power of critical observation and 
accuracy that is effective in any field of 
mental activity. This theory is laregiv 
responsible for the type of high school 
course that has and — does prevail 
today. 

“Experimentation indicates that power 
gained in a special field of knowledge is 
effective in another only to the extent 
that the latter field has elements in 
common with the former. For example: 
Power in mathematical reasoning has 
a certain value in the study of physics 
because the data of mathematics enters 
somewhat into physical science, but it is 
practically valueless in dealing with 
grammatical material, because mathe- 
matics and grammar have almost no 
data in common. 

“Tl am convinced that the course of 
study in our high school today offers 
insufficient opportunity for training in 
lines that are designed to equip young 
women to become efficient homemakers, 
a vocation to which at some time a ma- 
jority of young women may fairly -ex- 
pect to be called, and for which rela- 
tively few today are receiving any ade- 
quate preparation. 

“Some of the results that I believe 
we may fairly expect from the proper 
teaching of these subjects to young 
women are these: 

“First—Higher appreciation of the im- 
portance of home duties and of the sig- 
nificance of the home as a social insti- 
tution. 

“Second—A deeper sense of women’s 
responsibility in homemaking. 

“Third—Increased capability in the 
management of a household and in the 
performance of household duties, if 
necessary.

Long Tunnel of the Andes Opened to Public Travel 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

VALPARAISO, Chile—The official in- 
nuguration of the Andes tunnel took 
place Tuesday and ministers of public 
works of both Chile and Argentina at- 
tended in state. This tunnel is of the 
same dimensions as the Simplon and is 
therefore large enough to allow locomo- 
tives, carriages or trucks that are run 
- on a 5 foot 6 inch gauge to pass through 
it. It is straight throughout, except 
for 120 yards at the eastern entrance, 
where there is a curve of 219 yards 
radius. 

When on Nov. 27, 1909, the last thin 
wall of rock was demolished and the 
great barrier of the Andes pierced, Chile 


was delivered from her splendid though. 


undesirable isolation and put in close 
human and“commercial relation with the 
rest of the continent. The first practical 
steps toward this happy consummation 
were taken by two Chilean brothers, Juan 
and Mateo Clark, who obtained a con- 
cession from the Argentine government 
some 37 years ago to build a railroad 
from Buenos Aires to the Chilean fron- 
tier. By 1880 the road was completed 
to Mendoza, a distance of 650 miles. 

The last section and the most difficult, 
from Mendoza to the Chilean frontier 
and thence to the Chilean town of Los 
Andes, where connection is made with 
the existing line to Valparaiso, was put 
in the hands of a British company who 
have tunneled through the Andes. 

The tunnel entering the mountain 
range at a height of 10,460 feet, above 
sea level is 3165 meters in length, 5% 
meters in height and is hollowed out of 
solid rock. It is estimated that the total 
cost has amounted to $2,500,000.

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RECORD AEROPLANE FLIGHT 
MADE FOR THE BRITISH SLES 


Hon. C. S. Rolls-in ‘Wright 
Twenty-Six Miles—Br 


Biplane Covers a. of 


eaks Record for Height Also 


—French Military Authorities’ Restrictions. 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
LONDON—The Hon. C. 8S. Rolls has 


just accomplished what constitutes a 


record flight for the British Isles. Pilot- 
ing his Wright biplane, Mr. Rolls started 
from Short’s airship factory at Ley» 
down and covered a distance of about. 26 
miles. It is said that iin addition ~to 
breaking the length record, Mr. Rolls at- 
tained at the same time a greater height 
than has yet been reached by a British 
aviator. There was a good breeze blow- 
ing when Mr. Rolls started on his jour- 
ney from the factory to the Royal Aero 
Club grounds at Easgghurch, where he 
remained for a short time before con- 
tinuing his journey to Queenborougn, 
over which he flew at a height of about 
1000 feet. When near the railway sta- 
tion the aviator turned and passed within 
sight of Sheerness, wiiere he was seen 
by. the officers and men on the battle- 
ships. He then skirted the village of 
Eastchurch and proceeded to Harty and 
Leysdown villages, returning eventually 
to Eastchurch, where he landed after 
having completed the longest cross-coun- 


try flight, with perhaps the exception of 


the best. flight accomplished by Mr. Cody 
from Laffan’s Plain, as ye’ accomplished 
in Great Britain. 

PARIS—It appears that a’great num- 
ber of strangers, including naturally a 
great number of foreigners, haye been 
attracted to Chalons camp, where is situ- 
ated the aviation school for aeroplanes. 
Owing to the increasing number of for- 
eigners flying over and in the neighbor- 
hood of the aerodrome, the militafy au- 
thorities have issued most stringent reg- 
ulations in order to prevent anything in 
the nature of espionage.

CANADIAN GOVERNMENT 
IS ARRANGING SUBSIDIES 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
OTTAWA, Ont.—More liberal subsidiz- 


ing is being arranged by the government 
for such undertakings as the Dominion 
Dry Dock Company’s project which is at 
present being negotiated, the provision 
contemplated being an annual subsidy of 
314 per cent for 35 years on an outlay 
up to the limit of $4,000,000 expended on 
each separate plant. : 

The government requisitions for any 
such operations at the points specified in 
the company’s incorporation (Levis, Que., 
and St. John, N. B.) call for floating dry 
docks of dimensions capable of receiv- 
ing vessels of at least 25,000 tons dis- 
placement and providing for their repair 
with ease and safety. 

.For dry docks, other thap floating, the 
requirement is for a clear length on the 
bottom of 900 feet; entrance width of 


100 ‘feet and depth of water over the sill 


of 35 feet at high water, ordinary spring 
tides. : 

The construction of such docks must, 
further, provide for the receiving and 
repairing of the largest ships of the Brit- 
ish navy existing at the time of the sign- 
ing of the contract if they are to be 
graded as first class dry docks. 

It is pointed out that the establish- 
ment of these docks and others also be- 
ing projected will remove the growing 
criticism against the St. Lawrence river 
route regarding the non-provision of re- 
pair _ facilities. lready 80 steamers 
which frequent this route are too large 
for the dock at Levis, Que, and as the 
size of vessels is constantly increasing 
the present move towards adequate 
dockage provision is welcomed by the 
opposition as well as by the government. 

It is reported that~the dock at Levis 
which Harland & Wolff have planned 
will be the largest in the world, measur- 
ing 1000 feet in length; being 75 feet 
longer than the “Canada” dock at Liver- 
pool. 


TURKISH OFFICERS PREPARE 
DESIGNS FOR BATTLESHIPS 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE—The general de- 
signs of two battleships and one armored 
cruiser have been prepared by a commis- 
sion composed of 40 officers. The dis- 
placement of the battleships is to be 
15,000 tons, and they are to have a speed 
of 21 knots, turbine engines being used. 
With regard to armament they are to 
earry six 12-inch, six 9.2-inch, 14 4-inch 
and four 3-inch guns. The. armored 
cruiser will have a speed of 24 knots and 
be of about 10,000 tons displacement. 
She will be armed with six,9.2-inch guns. 

It is expected that Messrs. Armstrong, 
Vickers Sons & Maxim and Brown will

With the exception of Wefers, these 
men are now all at the top of their 
athletic prowess, and there are many 
followers of athletic sports who would 
welcome the opportunity to see. such 
champions competing in athletic events 
were the games held under the auspices 
of some association of repute.

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RATIONAL GOLF

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Probably we are all growing a little 
tired of what is comprehensively called 
“the caddy question,” because the conclu- 
sion at which each discussion unfortu- 
nately has to arrive at is that, in any 
satisfactory sense, the question is in- 
soluble. There is, however, says Country 
Life, one aspect of it which is not given 
as much consideration as it deserves. 
Something is to be said for the view that 
the golfer who is young and vigorous 
ought to be able and willing to carry his 
own clubs, to make his own tees, and so 
on. Perhaps that. is so. On the other 
hand, a universal carrying of their own 
clubs by golfers would, perhaps add ap- 
preciably to the number of the ugem- 
ployed. But the great practical and im- 
mediate argument against playing, or 
even practising, without a caddy, is that 
it has a tendency to make the player 
look up very quickly—too quickly, be- 
fore the club has come to the ball. 

The anxious looking up is occasioned 
by the desire, accentuated by the fear of 
losing the ball if it is not watched, to see 
where it is going to. And, again, there 
is another vice to which practise with- 
out a caddy is conducive, and that is 
the vice of playing your approaches too 


»|cleanly and skimmingly instead of dig- 


ging well down at them and taking away 
a good solid divot. You avoid taking the 
divot because you do not want to be 
at the pains of going to fetch it and of 
replacing it; but it is a bad thing to get 
into the habit of hitting up your ap- 
proaches in this vague, uncontrolled way. 

If there is one point in the game which 
distinguishes the finished from the un- 
finished player, the expert from the mer- 
est amateur, it is the nebulous ideas of 
the latter about the approach strokes 
compared with the crisp certainty shown 
by the former’s methods.

Mr. Roosevelt AntiGueeie. 
Declares Editor Harden 


BERLIN—With the declaration that 
Colonel Roosevelt, while President of 
ithe United States, was anti-German in 
his policies, Maximilian Harden, editor of 
Zukuft, exhorted the German people to- 
day to show extreme coldness-to the 
colonel on his coming visit to Berlin. 

Herr Harden bases his attack on the 
alleged unfriendly attitude of Mr. Roose- 
velt during the German detente with 
France and Spain regarding Morocco in 
1906. He declares that Mr. Roosevelt 
abled the Kaiser several times during 
this dispute urgently advising him to 
accept the French and Spanish police 
control of Morocco for the maintenance 
of order there. 

According to Herr Harden, the Kaiser 
cabled to Roosevelt on March 14, 15 and 
17, 1906, setting forth Germany’s posi- 
tion, but these messages were practically 
ignored by the then President. 

Finally, on March 26, through what 
Herr Harden says amounted to coer- 
cion, Germany vielded to Mr. Roose- 
velt's request. Herr Harden declares 
the entire course of the colonel was 
anti-German, and clearly showed that 
he was not a friend of the German 
_ empire. 


SPENCER COUNSEL 
NOT ENGAGED YET 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass.—Efforts to en- 
gage counsel to defend Bertram G. Spen- 
cer from the charge of murder have 
met with refusal from several promi- 
nent attorneys. Daniel Leary was one 
of them. He consented to interview 
Spencer at the police headquarters, but 
then refused to take the case unless he 
should be assigned to it by the judge. 

“T talked with Spencer,” said Mr. 
Leary. “He said he committed the mur- 
ger, but he couldn’t help it, and that 
kind of stuff. I refused to defend him.”

“Harvard has long had a rule that no 
degree could be granted for less than 
one full year’s work and residence at 
the university, This would make it 
possible for a student to take work in 
the summer school and secure a de- 
gree for that work and the result of 
only one year’s attendance at regular 
college sessions. So far as I know this 
has never been done. This possibility 
will very likely now become popular.” 


NEW. CURRICULUM 
IN TUFTS COURSE 


The Tufts Engineering School faculty, 
in the new curriculum for 1910-1911, has 
made about 50 changes. Eight subjects 
are discontinued, many new ones are in- 
troduced and the mechanical engineering 
course is materially altered. 

Structural engineering will become a 
separate department, with an increase 
of the time allotted to structural design, 
and a new course in topics and reports 
will be introduced. The civil engineer- 
ing department will give courses in water 
supplies, sewerage and water power en- 
gineering. 

The mechanical engineering depart- 
ment will give the following new 
courses: Mechanics of machinery, dyna- 
mies of machinery, mechanical engineer- 
ing problems, production cngineering, in- 
dustrial engineering and a new labora- 
tory course in gas engines and automo- 
biles.

MAYOR EXPLAINS 
CIVIC CONTRACT 


Mayor Fitzgerald today sent a letter 
to the finance commission relative to an 
investigation which the mayor’s office 
has made relative to the heating and:ven- 
tilating contract at the Abraham Lincoln 
school. It says in part: 

“As requested by you in your letter of 
April 5, I- have thoroughly investigated 
the award of the contract for heating and 
ventilating the Abraham Lincoln school 
to the Huey Brothers Company. The 
facts:in the case are extremely simple. 
Ten firms and corporations bid upon the 
proposals as published in proper’ form 
by the schoolhouse commission. The 
record shows that on a contract for over 
$24,000 there was a difference of only 
$6l1,-or % of 1 per cent, between the 
lowest and the second lowest bidder. 

“The second lowest bidder, Huey Broth- 
ers Company, has executed contracts for 
the schoolhouse department aggregating 
$158,664.47, and has given complete sat- 
isfaction. in all its dealings with the 
department. The lowest bidders, F. W. 
Zemeir & Co., have done no work for 
the department and possess 
amounting to only a little more than 
a quarter of the total of the contract. 
The utmost advantage to be gained by 
the city, through the acceptance of their 
offer, consists in a saving of $61. In the 
judgment of the schoolhouse commission 
this advantage is more than offset by 
?the risk attending any contract under- 
taken by a respectable but untried firm 
of comparatively limited experience and 
admittedly slender financial resources.”

PROTEST TO PRESIDENT TAFT 
FILED TODAY BY WORKMEN 


W SS against the 
Bethlehem Steel Company formulated by 
the striking steel workers of the com- 
pany were today taken up for considera- 
tion by President Taft following the fil- 
ing of a written brief by the strikers. 
The President will turn the matter over 
to the department of commerce and 
labor. On the point of defective work 
on government contracts the charges 
Say: 

“We charge that during the night work 
and overtime, defective work is surrep- 
titiously and artificially treated, patched 
and welded, thereby escaping the vigi- 
lance of inspectors who are not required 
to work overtime by the government. 

“That the Bethlehem Steel Company 
enjoys the benefits of a high protective 
tariff and is the recipient of valuable 
government contracts amounting to mil- 


‘ions of dollars annually from which it 
obtains enormous profits. In spite of 
these advantages it exacts a maximum 
of toil for a wholly inadequate minimum 
wage and constantly strikes to lower the 
standard of living to the barest point of 
existence. 

“We protest against the government 
giving additional contracts to the com- 
pany while the inhuman conditions re- 
ferred to are maintained by the com- 
pany, and we further protest against 
exposing the brave defenders of the na- 
tion in the army and navy to the dan- 
gers of defective armaments.” 

The brief as filed with the President 
also contains the charge that Charles 
M. Schwab forced a delegation of. Beth- 
lehem citizens to appeal to the Presi- 
dent in behalf of the company by threat- 
ening to close down the plant.

The House of Representatives today 
at the State House considered the bill 
providing that real estate hereafter ac- 
quired by Harvard College in Cambridge 
shall be subject to taxation. 

The measure failed to pass, a rising 
vote at the end of the discussion giving 
a count of 52 in favor and 57 opposed. 

By a vote of 59 to 37 today the House 
also rejected the bill providing for the 
taxation of all college property. 

Mr. Emerson of Boston favored the 
bill, believing that it is time a halt 
should be called on the Harvard practise 
of buying up the most valuable property 
in the city and thereby taking it out of 
the tax lists. 

Mr. Coon of Watertown, opposing the 
bill, said severa] special commissions 
have reported that the presence of edu- 
cational institutions fmposes no financial 
burden upon the cities and towns in 
which they are located. 

Mr. Morrill of Haverhill thought it 
wise to subsidize educational institu- 
tions to a proper extent but believed 
Harvard is holding more exempted prop- 
erty already than is necessary for legiti- 
mate purposes; for that reason he 
thought it should not he permitted to 
acquire any more to hold free of taxa- 
tion. 

Mr. Myers of Cambridge favored the 
bill on the ground that the exemption of 
Harvard property is responsible for the 
Cambridge high tax rate. 

On-a voice vote the House refused to 
substitute for an adverse report a bill to 
incorporate the Commonwealth Realty 
Company, Mr. Bayley of Lexington op- 
posing the bill on the ground that the 
purposes of the petitioners may be ac- 
complished in the form of a voluntary 
company. 

The committee on metropolitan affairs 
reported a bill authorizing an expendi- 
ture of $700,000 from the commonwealth 
flats improvement fund for the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of exist- 
ing law relative to the improvement of 
the commonwealth’s property at South 
Boston. 

The education committee reported a 
bill to reimburse the city of Newton in 
the sum of $283.89 for expenditures for 
ithe Newton industrial school.

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STATE COLLEGE, Pa.—The Pennsyl- 
vania State College located among the 
mountains of central Pennsylvania 
olfers an interesting example of develop- 
ment from the time of its inception in 
1855 as a “farmers’ high school” to its 
present status of 1400 students, a 
faculty of 150 and five distinct schools. 

In 1857 the institution was opened for 
instruction in agriculture only, and 
classes were held in one wing of what 
is now known as the “Old Main” build- 
ing. This structure built of native lime. 
stone is now the center of a large 
group of buildings containing the schools 
of agriculture, engineering, liberal arts, 
mining and natural science as well as 
departments of domestic arts and physi- 
eal edueation. In addition to these 
there earried on under both federal 
and state supervision a department of 
animal feeding. 

In 1862 the name of the institution

of the industrial classes in the several 
pursuits and professions.” With this 
stimulation and with the aid of federal 
gifts, state appropriations and private 
donations the college has gradually estab- 
lished and now maintains five schools.

More than 20 acres are devoted to orch- 
ards for experimental purposes; about 
40 acres of natural forest provide prae- 
tical work in forestry and over 100 acres 
are given exclusively for purposes of ex- 
perimental agriculture.

SOME TRIED RECIPES. 
CELERY TOAST. 

A dainty dish for Sunday night tea is 
celery toast. For a small family, clean 
one moderate-sized stalk of celery, using 
all the stalk, root and such leaves as 
are blanched and tender. Cut in small 
pieces, put over the fire and boil till ten- 
der, taking care not to have too much 
water, so that it may boil down and re- 
tain all substance. Add a generous pint 
of milk, keep over the fire until scalded, 
then thicken very slightly with flour, 
lastly adding a piece of butter the size 
of a hickory nut. You will need eight 
slices of toast, which should be brown 
and crisp. Butter these and lay in a deep 
covered dish. Turn the celery gravy 
over it and serve immediately. Do not 
dip the toast in the milk. 

JERSEY TEA CAKES. 

Cream well together one quarter pound 
of powdered sugar with the same quan- 
tity of butter. Beat thoroughly four eggs 
and add them to the sugar and butter. 
Sift in gradually a pound of flour and 
half a grated nutmeg. Knead all to- 
gether, cover with a cloth and set in a 
warm place... Divide the mass into small 
pieces each about the size of an egg, and 
roll each piece on a floured board to an 
oval about half an inch thick. Cut with 
a floured knife three parallel slits in the 
middle of each about half an inch from 
the edges. Draw up the two slit sides 
together and drop each cake into a pan 
of boiling lard. When they are well 
browned all over remove them with a 
fork. Drain them on brown paper and 
sprinkle with powdered sugar. 

GINGERSNAPS THAT SNAP. 

Tnto a coffee-cup put one teaspoonful 
of soda, a tablespoonful of vinegar, two 
tablespoonfuls of hot water and four 
tablespoonfuls of shortening. Then fill 
the cup with good black molasses. Do

this twice, and add half a cupful of brown 


sugar. cinnamon, ginger and cloves, if 
desired, and flour enough to roll it. Bake 
in a moderate oven. Divide the quanti- 
ties for a small baking. 

STUFFED APPLES. 

Hollow out the cores of good baking 
apples and stuff with a mixture of 
chopped dates, nuts and figs, and then 
bake them. Serve with whipped cream 
and a big cherry on top of each. These 
make a most delicious dessert served with 
lady fingers.

Mr. Mitchell was the unsuccessful can- 
didate against Congressman Charles Q. 
He made quite a suc- 
cessful campaign, but fell a good deal 
short of an election. Mr. Pope has 
proved to be a remarkable vote-getter 
in his representative district. He was 
elected to the Legislature last fall by 
something like 750 majority over his 
Republican opponent, nothwithstanding 
the fact that the district Ts nominally 
Republican. He is a conservative Demo- 
erat, and that vote shows that he has 
a great many friends in the Republican 


party. 


Democrats think there is a preponder-j 


ating sentiment in .the district for Mr. 
Pope, and in many quarters the hope is 
expressed that Mr, Mitchell will forego 
his candidacy this year and allow Mr. 
Pope to be nominated. A number of 
Democrats claim that if this is brought 
about there is a good prospect of the 
election of the Democratic candidate. 

Congressman Charles Q. Tirrell is un- 
derstood to desire a renomination. He 
has served a number of terms in the 
House, and has the reputation of having 
attended most assiduously to the de- 
sires of his Republican constituents. They 
admit, “however, that there is quite a 
feeling in favor of a new candidate, main- 
ly because of a _ sentiment toward 
rotation in office, but they believe Mr. 
‘Tirrell has sufficient strength among the 
Republicans of the district as a ‘whole 
to secure a renomination. 

There are several men in the Fitch- 
burg end of the district toward whom 
the Republicans seem to be looking to 
lead a contest for the nomination. A 
man who is regarded as one of the most 
popular possibilities is ex-Senator George 
R. Wallace of Fitchburg. Mr. Wallace is 
understood not to be desirous of a con- 
gressional career, but it is felt by many 
Republicans in that section of the dis- 
trict that he might consent to run if 
the demand upon him were made by his 
party. 

Councilor J. Lovell Johnson, also of 
Fitchburg, is regarded by the party lead- 
ers as another popular man who might 
secure the nomination if he were dis- 
posed to enter the contest in case ex- 
Senator Wallace refused to be a candi- 
date. 

Democrats and Republicans both con- 
cede that either of these two men would 
probably be able to carry the district 
safely under ordinary circumstances. In 
1908 Congressman Tirrell polled 18,842 
votes- while Mr. Mitchell received 15,- 
however. is 

somewhat 
larger plurality than this vote would in- 
dicate. 

Already there are signs of trouble in 
the eleventh congressional district. Con- 
gressmayn Andrew J. Peters desires the 
Democratic renomination, but it is inti- 
mated that if he can prevent it Mayor 


Fitzgerald will do so, as he intends, if 


possible, to punish Mr. Peters for sup- 
porting Mr. Storrow for mayor. 

The district is a pretty close one, and 
it was supposed to be slightly Republi- 
can when it was formed, but Mr. Peters 
has always had enough Republican sup- 
porters to pull him through. If he is 
displaced for the nomination the poli- 
ticians believe the district will swing 
back into the Republican column, if the 
Republicans make a strong nomination. 
If they dispute over the nomination it 
will be more than likely that any Demo- 
erat would win. 

The Republican leaders realize that it 
is up to them to encourage strong con- 
gressional nominations all along the 
line, as these will help the state ticket 
and result in bringing out a large vote, 
as well as aid the casting of straight 
-party ballots.

for less money spent on supervision than 
the schoo] committee now spends, while 
without supervision experience every- 
where shows that playgrounds are of 
little value and may become worse than 
useless. 

“If we cannot afford this $23,000 for 
supervision, then our playgrounds, which 
have cost, I believe, some $2,500,000 and 
are probably worth more than that to- 
day, ought to be sold and the children 
left to play in the streets, I for my part 
believe that we can afford it. 

“This playground work is divided, as 
[ have said, into two parts, the 20 play- 
grounds for boys carried on in the spring 
and fall, and the 30 school vards and 
sand gardens for the smaller pupils. The 
boys’ playgrounds are carried on by 
submasters of the schools, one ior each 
playground, who for a hundrey days’ 
work are paid $200 a year. These mas- 
ters pay special attention to getting the 
boys from their schools to the play- 
grounds afternoons and Saturday morn- 
ings. Saturday afternoons on_ these 
playgrounds are left for the big boys and 
men. 


MONEY ASTRAY 
IN MARCH MAIL. 


WASHINGTON—During March more 
than $5000 went astray in the mails ,and 
through the diligence of the dead letter 
office $4193.71 of it was returned to the 
senders. More than a million pieces of 
mail matter went to the dead letter of- 
fice during that month because they did 
not bear return directions. That num- 
ber was nearly 80,000 more than in the 
corresponding month in 1909. 

In these figures Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock finds added arguments in sup- 
port ot his contention that no legislation 
should be enacted which would stop the 
government from printing return cards 
on its stamped envelopes.

Annual Statement of the New 
York Subsidiary Shows Re- 
markable Gain -Within the 
Past Three Years. — 


BOOK VALUE LARGER 


NEW YpRK—The annual statement 
of the St&ndard Oil Company of New 
York, one of the leading subsidiaries of 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey, would indicate that the subsidiaries 
of Standard Oil are piling -p surplus at 
an enormous rate. Profit and loss sur- 
plus of the Standard Oil Company of 
New York in 1907 was $11,186,104, where- 
as in 1910 it was $31,631,369, a gain of 
approximately $20,500,000.

Net profits in 1906 were $9,566,031; 
dividends, $1,.499.990; book value, $26.-

value was much underestimated. 

Standard Oil of New Jersey has over 
100 subsidiaries. In 1906 28 of these re- 
ported aggregate net profits of $70,400,- 
369. Of net profits, $50,275,076 was paid 
in dividends. Book value of these plants 
was approximately $252,000,000. 

The book value of these 28 properties 
must have increased at least $60,000,- 
000 over the last four vears to $310,000,-

E picturesque ceremony of the dis-| 

tribution of the King’s Maundy gifts 
took place on the Thursday before Good 
Friday, known as Maundy Thursday, in 
Westminster Abbey. There appears to 
be some question as to the origin of the 
word. Sometimes it is derived from the 
Latir expression “dies mendati,” and is 
supposed to refer to the command 
to the apostles contained in the 
thirteenth chapter of John. Af- 
ter he had washed his disciples’ 
feet, he said, “A new ¢ommandment give 
f wnto you, that ye love one another.” 
Another derivation of the word is from 
the oid English “Maund,” a basket, and 
refers to the fact of the distribution of 
food to the poor in baskets at the ‘time 
of the great religious feasts, by the 


~ monasteries. 


The present ceremony is all that has 
come down to us today of the /literal 
washing of the feet of the poor by the 
King, which was carried out for the last 
time in England by James II. The 
remainder of the ceremony, which con- 
sisted of the procession to the Abbey and 
the distribution of the _ King’s gifts, still

Corfu, where a magnificent marble pal- 
ace belonging to the German 4{mperor is 
said to have just been purchaseé by an 
American millionaire, can boast of the 
most peculiar land laws in the world.

neither can his rent be raised without 
his permission. Attempts have been made 
to alter the law, but both landlord and 
tenants are appareritly satisfied with a 
system that dates back to Homer.—San 
Francisco Argonaut.

The number of poor people to whom 
the Maundy money is paid tallies with 
the age of the King, as does the amount 
received by each, the total being one 
penny for each year of his life. This 
money is especialiy minted forthe oc- 
casion, and is distributed entirely in sil- 
ver pennies, two-pences, three-pences and 
four-pences. In addition to this, the 
beneficiaries receive very much more sub- 
stantial gifts from the King’s almoner. 
The procession itself is the most pic- 


turesque part of the ceremony. The 


T great alms’ dish, heaped up with red and 


white purses with streamers hanging 
over the side, is borne on the head of one 
of the yeomen of the guard, while posies, 
representing the herbs formerly used at 
the ceremony of the feet washing, are 
earried by the ctergy and the members 
of the royal almonry. 

The ceremony of the washing of the 
feet was continued in Vienna by the 
present Emperor down to the year 1888 
and a reflex of it is still continued in 
Madrid, where the King still touches the 
feet of 12 men and 12 women with.a 
sponge and a towel and afterward serves 
them at table. 


Writers of the New Testament 


OMMENTING on Professor Zahn’s 
study of the New Testament author- 
ship, the Spectator says: In what tongue 
was the gospel originally preached? The 
Opinion, once maintained with some con- 
fidence, that Jesus habitually spoke in 
Greek is now commonly discredited. Pro- 
fessor Zahn may be said finally to dispose 
of it. He gives at the same time a full 
account of Aramaic as what may be 
called the lingua franca of the near east; 
he disposes, for instance, of the idea 
that Hebrew was spoken in Judea and 
Aramaic in Galilee. But he is careful to 
‘show that Greek was in common use. 
Jesus and his disciples could speak it on 
occasion. Thus certain “Greeks” had an 
interview with two apostles, possibly 
with the Master. From this we pass to 
the use of this language by the New 
Testament writers. If there is anywhere 
a difficulty, it would be as regards the 
epistle of James. And here it is of the 
very slightest. The head of the Jerusalem 
church, necessarily bilingual, during his 
many years of office could hardly have 
failed to become familiar with the lan- 
guage. Of St. Paul’s proficiency in it 
Professor Zahn has formed a high esti- 
mate. St. Paul employs it with “versa- 
tility and effect.” He does not use it as 
a language “acquired with effort late in 
life.” He is evidently familiar with 
rhythmical effect. It is impossible to 
read such passages as I Cor. ix. 24-27, 


Y atta the famous encomium of charity, 


without feeling this. Professor Zahn has 
something to say about the much-dis- 
puted quotation from Menander (1 Cor. 
xv. 33). Copyists often lost the poetical 
form; it is possible, however, that the 
form was deliberately altered as hinting 
of incongruous associations. 

In dealing with the several books a 
chronological order has been followed. 
The epistle of James comes first, and the 
date assigned is of the very earliest. It 
was Addressed, our author holds, to the 
Christian church in the year 50, while 
its membership was still alnfost entirely 
Jewish. He sees “clear traces of its in- 
fluence upon the Christian writers of the 
period immediately following the year 
50.” It is certainly easier to deal with 
the well-known opposition between James 
ii, 14-26 and Romans iv. lff., if James is 
taken as the earlier of the two writers. 
Professor Zahn’s treatment of the sub- 
ject is most interesting and instructive. 

On the profoundly important point of 
the authorship of the fourth Gospel Pro- 
fessor Zahn holds a most decided opinion 
that it is apostolic. The belated questjon 
of “how much freedom John allowed him- 
self in the reproduction of the discourse” 
cannot, he thinks, be definitely answered. 
But he holds that one who writes from 
his own knowledge would feel more at 
liberty to interpret than one who was 
writing from the accounts of others.

The altar 
piece was shown at the museum during 
the summer of 1907, and at that time 
Roger. Fry ascribed the painting tenta. 
tively to the Catalan artist, Jaime Ver- 


} gos II., who was active in the latter part 


of the fifteenth century. A compari- 
son of the altar piece, which is now on 
view in the room of recent accessions 


of Jaime Vergos IJ. in the museum. of 
Barcelona, shows striking similarity; of 
form and manner of drawing and bears 
out the plausibility of the attribution. 
The altar piece is made up of six com- 


tracery. The main panels of these com- 
partments contain scenes from the Pas- 
sion, and below them in medallions are 
large heads’ of saints. The halos and 
gold ornaments on the costumes and 
armor are built out in relief with gesso, 
and an abundance of gold is used 
throughout. This, with the strong reds 
and blues which predominate in the 
painted parts, gives to the work a par- 
ticularly rich and brilliant effect. The 
painter’s chief intention, however, seems 
to have been dramatic rather than deco- 
rative. In subjects like the betrayal 
and the crowning with thorns, the tur- 
bulence of the scenes is admirably ex- 
pressed. In striking contrast with these 
is the repose and stillness of the first 
panel, the agony in the garden. The 
group of sleeping apostles in ‘the fore- 
ground of this picture has real grandeur 
of conception—New York Evening Sun.

The 
allegations are plain. . Names, dates and circumsfances are given, 
apparently with the greatest care. If they have any value as 
testimony in substantiating the claim that Mr. Ballinger is not a 
proper person to occupy an exalted public position, they must be 
supported by records that are available. If such records do not 
exist, or, existing, have been tampered with in any way, it should 
not be a very difficult matter for the accused official to expose the 
methods and to defeat the plans of his enemies. 

Much more is involved than Secretary Ballinger’s personal and 
political fortune. In November, 1908, William Howard Taft 
received 7,811,143 votes for the presidency against 6,328,601 cast 
for William Jennings Bryan. Mr. Taft carried every northern 
state save Colorado, Nebraska, Nevada, Oklahoma. He won, also, 
the border states of West Virginia, Missouri and Delaware, and 
divided Maryland. For the first time since the civil war a 
Republican campaign made serious inroads upon the solid South and 
this was attributed in a great measure ho the candidate’s personal 
popularity. It was everywhere conceded that Mr. Taft had the 
confidence of the public of all parties and all classes, more fully, 
perhaps, than any of his predecessors. The time has come, however, 
when it seems necessary to say that Mr. Taft and Mr. Ballinger are 
asking those who estimate at its true worth a mere factional outcry 
or a mere partizan or prejudiced man-hunt to go too far. 

In common with tens of thousands of fair-minded people, this 
newspaper has been disposed at all times to give reasonable support 
to the man who, such a short time ago, received the unqualified 
indorsement of the majority of his fellow ountrymen and to those 
whom he chose in the light of this indorsement as his counselors.

What he wanted to know was 
how far we should be willing to go in the matter of assisting to 
straighten out Liberia’s rather tangled financial affairs, and he found 
out that as a government we preferred to steer clear of the entire 
matter. On the other hand, our disposition toward Liberia is most 
friendly, and the secretary of state was given to understand that if 
his department should use its good offices to promote negotiation 
of a treaty favorable to the African republic among the other powers, 
this action would meet with the approval of the Senate. With this 
encouragement, Secretary Knox will strive to enlist the aid of 
British, French and German bankers in Liberia’s behalf. His 
purpose is to get them to refund the Liberian debt, accepting the 
assignment of a portion of the Liberian customs receipts in repay- 
ment, a supervisor of customs to be appointed by the United States 
as a disinterested party. 

The latest available statistics relating to Liberia place the 
revenue and expenditures of the republic at $357,433 and $340,036 
respectively. ‘The foreign debt is close to $200,000; the internal 
debt about $300,000. In 1906 the imports and exports were valued 
respectively at $786,526 and $777,507. Five years ago the Liberian 
Development Company, a British corporation, advanced $500,000 to 
the Liberian government for establishing a bank, constructing roads, 
and raising a force of native constabulary. The British influence 
has become predominant in the republic, while France and Germany 
have important interests there. Vigorous and careful administration 
and the promotion and encouragement of home industries appear to 
be the essentials to Liberian prosperity. ~

Now, the Wrights have precisely the same rights in this 
matter, and the same right to assert their rights, as any other 
inventors have had—the same rights, for instance, as Howe, or Hoe 
or Edison; the same rights as Pullman, or Westinghouse, or Bell: no 
more, no less. If the Wrights have invented a flying machine 
superior in many fespects Jo all other flying machines, different in 
design and corstruction, because original, from any other flying 
machine in existence at the time, and other aeronauts and flying 
machine manufacturers are now desirous of adopting the Wright 
inventions, what could be fairer or more legitimate under the patent 
laws -than that the inventors should be properly protected and 
compensated ¢ 

The argument is advanced that this insistence of the Wrights 
upon their rights is retarding the progress of aeronautics. The 
insistence of Professor Bell upon his rights did not retard the growth 
in use of the telephone. George M. Pullman's long fight against 
the, Wagners and others did not check the popularity of the sleeping- 
car. ‘Thomas A. Edison’s numerous suits for the protection of his 
inventions have not kept any of them out of the market. The pay: 
ment of royalties to Klias Howe, his heirs and assigns, has not 
prevented the development of the sewing machine industry. _ 

But, if we really regard the flying machine as quite a different 
matter, and if we really believe that flying through the air should 
be as free as the air itself, then let us buy out, as a people, the rights 
of the Wrights. We could have done this for $300,000 a few years 
ago. ‘To do it now may cost us as many millions. To do it later 


AMPLE protection for the Panama canal is 
an imperative need. From both commercial 
and strategic points of view, the waterway 
will be one of the most important in the 
world. Our control will be complete, or 
should be. It would seem at least question- 
able if, after having expended hundreds of 
millions of dollars upon its construction, we 
should leave the canal unguarded. The cost 
of fortification, it is estimated, will be about 
$10,000,000. The members of the Panama fortification board who 
visited the canal recently are expected to submit their report to 
Secretary of War Dickinson within a few weeks. 

Hitherto the question has been mainly as to defense against 
Furopean or Japanese attack, but of late there have been reminders 
of the possibility of Central American interference, and some have 
gone so far as to intimate that there would have to be a chain of 
forts and batteries along the twenty-one miles on each side of the 
zone. It should be considered, however, that the frontier is chiefly 
tropical jungle, which extends for many miles to north and south, 
and is so nearly impassable that invasion by land is_ highly 
improbable. 

Tentative plans had been prepared by the fortification board 
prior to its visit to the isthmus for seacoast defense at both ends of 
the canal and for land defenses. After inspection of the proposed 
sites, the board found that but slight modifications would be called 
for in the tentative plans. Nearly all the areas desired are now thé 
property of the United States. It is reported that Flamenco island 
in Panama bay will be cut down about 200 feet for pjacing batteries 
of large caliber guns commanding all approaches to the Pacific 
entrance, the handling of which will require a strong garrison. 

It is the opinion of the army board that the canal will have to 
pay the expense of its own fortification, and canal bonds will 
probably be issued for this purpose.

Numerous problems were considered in the analyses, including the 
preservation of scenic features. The printed volumes will prove a 
mine of information for municipalities elsewhere. If Berlin 
continues to grow at her present rate, she will have a population of 
6,450,000 inhabitants in 1950 and 10,000,000 in the year 2000.

THE recent meeting of manufacturers with 
a view to the marking of British goods was 
more enthusiastic than the result of previous .

ago when an attempt to deal with the ques- British” 
tion of foreign-made goods was dealt with, 
it was thought that it was only necessary 
to insist on the marking of all goods sold 
in Great Britain with the name of the country 
in which they were manufactured in order to overcome the difficulty. 
Theoretically, it all seemed simple enough, and an act was passed 
which gave birth to the well-known phrase, “Made in Germany.” 

It was not very long, however, before the manufacturers began 
to discover that the arrangement was not having altdégether the 
effect they had anticipated. A vast advertisement was being given 
gratis'tO foreign products, and this was very far from being, the 
worst. Certain products, such as razor blades, made in England 
and simply sent to Germany to be finished, were stamped with the 
legend “Made 1n Germany.” Now they were not made in Germany, 
the greater part of thé labor and the greater part of the process was 
English, but the finished article went abroad marked “Made in 
Germany,” and from all parts of the world orders for these razors . 
began to be sent direct to Germany. The Germans quite legiti- 
mately took advantage of their good luck to manufacture the blades 
called for in these orders, as well as to finish them, and this particular 
branch of the trade began quietly to slip out of the hands of the 
manufacturers in England, practically entirely owing to a device 
intended to induce the foreign market to purchase articles finished 
in England in preference to those finished on the continent. 

The present agitation is conceived on very different lines to 
the last. It is aimed at stopping the use of bogus trade marks so 
closely resembling those of the English manufacturers as;to deceive 
the unwary. It is not impossible, however, that a manufacturer 


‘Who would deliberately use a trade mark intended to deceive a buyer 
would not adopt a form of words to counteract the effect of any 
label adopted by the chambers of commerce. So that, unless these 
chambers are in a position to enforce their views. and their methods 
abroad as well_as at home, it is difficult to see th 
is likely to accrué from the second attempt:than fr 
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may cost us many times more than it would cost us nédw. But if 
we want to be generous in the matter of throwing the aeronautic 
field open to all, let us not undertake to be generous at the expense 
exclusively of the Wrights. Let us, rather, petition Congress to 
do this thing at the nation’s expense. The Wrights are entitled to 
their rights, every one of them, and to considerable honor besides.
